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History of Northfield High and Graded Schools 

Nearly three-fourths of a century ago Governor Charles 
Paine presented the town of Northfield, Vermont with the ele- 
vated piece of land on North Main Street upon which the North- 
field High and Graded Schools now stand. This land was to he 
used for the express purpose of the development of education 
in the community. 

In 1851 Northfield Academy was erected and progressed 
successfully under that name until, in 1854, an act of Legisla- 
ture changed the name to Northfield Institution. Through 
a period of sixteen years the Institution, guided by competent 
instructors, made its favorable impression upon the community 
life. 

At the end of this period (1870) a village school district was 
formed, and the high and graded schools were established 
in the old academy building. This building was destroyed by 
fire in the winter of 1876, and, soon afterwards, the present 
graded school building was erected on the same site. 

This new building was occupied by both the high and graded 
schools until 1904, when the present High School building was 
erected (1904-1905). 

The new building was dedicated on May 23 , 1905, the address 
being delivered bv a former principal, Honorable Albert R. 
Savage, a judge of the Supreme Court of Maine. It was not until 
1916 that the grading and beautifying of the surrounding 
grounds were completed. 

The school has always been well managed and has been under 
the direct supervision of the town. It has been sending out 
steadily from its portals young men and women well prepared 
to meet whatever the future may have in store for them; 
the greater part af this preparedness being due to the steady 
routine of school life, its clean sports, and sportsmanship, and 
last, but far from least, the great store of knowledge which has 
been constantly unfolded to them during the twelve years of 
their school life.
